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FANCY PASTRIES. 

CREAM PUFFS.-Mdt one-Uaif cap- 
ful of butter In one cupful bot 

Tvnter and while boiliug boRt In 
one cupful flour. When cool stir in 
tbree eggs one at a time without first 
beating. Drop the miztnfb on tins in 
small spoonfuls and bake in moderate 
ovou. Filliug: One and one-half cup- 
fuls of milk, two eggs, four tablespoon- 
fula flour, sngar to taste; cook In don* 
bio boU«r. Another filling: Whip one 
cupful sweet thick cream, stir la one 
cupful mashed strawberries, fresh or 
canned, and add sugar to taste. 

Fig Drop Cakes.— Two eggs (wbites 
and yolks beaten separately), two cnp- 
fuls of flour, one cupful of sugar, one 
cupful of chopped flgs, one-fourth cui>- 
ful of butter, one-fourth cupful of 
milk, one teaspoonfal vanilla extract 
Cream butter and sugar together, add 
yolks, then milk, and after other in- 
gredients aro well stirred in add the 
whites, beaten very stiff and dry. Bak* 
in a quick oven. 

Bamberry TumoTers.— One egg (well 
beaten), one cupful raisins (seeded and 
chopped), two-thirds cupful sugar, one- 
half cracker rolled fine, juice of one 
lemon, bntter size of walnut, melted. 
Mix in order given. Now have ready 
good, tender pic crust, roll thin, cut out 
with cookie cutter, put a small spoon- 
ful of the mixture in each round, wet 
the edges, fold over in form of tnxn- 
overs. Bake. Makes t'^o dozen. 

Apple Kuchen. — One quart of bread 
flour, one cupful sugar and one tea- 
spoonful salt Sift into large mixing 
bowl and rub in one-half ctipful butter. 
Add one-half cupful raisins, cut In 
halves, grated rind and juice of lemon. 
Beat two eggs and add to a cupful of 
warm milk and one yeastcakc dissolved 
in warm water. Mix all together and 
cover. Balac over night In morning 
turn out on to floured board and divide 
into five sections. Shape each piece 
round and roll with rolling pin till it 
will fit a round pie pan. Brush the 
tops with melted butter and cover with 
sliced apple, with cinnamon and sugar 
sprinkled over thn tops. Raise till 
light and bake a nice brown. Moderate 
oven. When done sprinkle tops with 
powdered sugar. 

Sponge Jelly Roll.— Beat three eggs 
until light, gradually beat in one cup- 
ful of granulated sugar, the grated 
rind of one lemon, <me tablespoonf ul of

TOMATO BISQUE.-One-half can 
tomatoes, four cupfuls of milk, 
one tablespoonful of cornstarch, 
one tablespoonful of salt, dash of pep- 
per, slice of onion, parsley, bay leaf, 
one saltspoonful of soda, one tafale- 
spoonful of butter. Stew the tomatoes 
with onion, salt, pepper, bay leaf and 
parsley, and when ^oft drain through 
a fine sieve. Add soda, and when the 
foaming stops drop in the butter a lit- 
tie bit at a time. Dissolve the com> 
starch in a little milk and add It to the 
entire quart, cook a tew moments and 
then pour in the tomf^to mixture. 
{Strain before serving. 

Celery Soup.— One head celery, one 
pint water, one pint milk, one table- 
spoonful chopped onion, one table- 
spoonful batter, one tablespoonful 
flour, one-half teaspoonful salt, one- 
half saltspoonful pepper. Wash and 
scrape the celery, cut Into half inch 
pieces, put it into one pint of boiling 
salted water and cook until very soft. 
Mash in the water in which it was 
boiled. Cook the onion with the milk In 
a double boiler ten minutes and add it 
to the cekry. Hub all through a 
strainer and put it in to boil again. 
Cook the butter and fl»ar to gs th sr Im • 
small saucepan until smooth, but not 
brown, and stir it into the boiling soup. 
Add the salt and pepper, boll five min- 
utes and strain Into the tureen. 

Lamb Soup.— Take about five pounds 
of lamb bonos and a lamb flank and 
cover with fold w.atpr. Cook all day 
slowly. Sel .iway over night to allow 
fat to I'onu' to surface and harde<n. 
next moroiiiie remove fat, then heat 
soup, strain through colander and add 
salt to taste. Add one pood s-zcd onion 
chopped fine and one-half cupful rice 
or barley. Cook until this is done.

LOANS BETTER THAN TAXES 



Fiv* Reasons Why Excessive Taxes at 
the Outsat af War Are Disadvantage- 
eus— fllraat Britain Example Worthy 
of Emulation — How tite Taxes Should 
Se Appertlenad.

On Hay 23, 1017, the House of Rep 
flBsealMives passed an act "to provide 

revenue to defray war expenses and 
for other purpoces." In the original 
bill as presented by the Committee of 
Ways and Means, the additional reve- 
aoe to be derived this estimated at fl.- 
810,420,000. The amendment to the In- 
come tax, which was tacked on to the 
bill during the discussion In the House, 
was expected to yield another f40,000,- 
000 or $50,000,000. 

In discussing the House Idll, two 
problems arise: 

L How much should be raised by 
taxation? 

II. In what manner should this sum 
be raised? 

t. How Mueh Should Bo KaloOd by 

Taxation r 

HoTv Avas the figure of .51,800,000,000 
arrived at? The answer is simple. When 
the Secretary of the Treasviy came te 
estimate the additional war expenses 
for the year 1917-18. he calculated that 
they, would amount to some $0,000,- 
000,000, of which $3,000,000,000 was to 
be allq^ te the alites. anfl 18.000,- 
000,000 was to be utilized for the do- 
mestic purposes. Thinking that it 
would be a fair proposition to divide 
this latter sum between loans and 
taxes, he concluded that the amount 
to be raised by taxes was fl,800^000.- 
000. 

There are two extreme theories, each 
af which may bo dismissed with scant 
courtesy. The one is that all war er 
penditures should be defrayed by loan^ 
ai a the other Is that aU war expcDc"' 
tv-.es siiouKJ be defrn5^d_bytaxc-i<. 
irca vlifoo ic tiateH".> oi«5? ' ■ 
It is indeed tnte tbir :he burdens of 
the war should be borne by the pres- 
ent raiher than thn future generatkm; 
hut this does not mean that they should 
be borne by thla year's taxation. 

Meeting all war expenses by taxation 
makes the taxpayers in one or two 
fears bear the burden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least over a 
dccadp within tho same generation. 

In tho second place, whc-n expendi- 
tures approach the gljjantic sums of 
prcscnt-day warfaio, the tax-only pol- 
icy would require more than the total 
surplDi? of social income. Wore this 
absolutely necessary, the ensuing hav- 
oc in the economic life of the communi- 
ty would bavo to be endured. But 
where the disasters are so great and 
at tbi^ same time so unnece!»sary, the 
tax-only policy may be declared Im- 
practicable. 

fSecrotary McAdoo had tho right in- 
stinct nnd highly commendable cour- 
age in deciding that a substantial por- 
tion, at least, of the rerennes should 
be derived from taxation. But when 
h* hft upon the plan of 50-60 per cent., 
that Is, of raising one-half of all do- 
mestfc war expenditures by taxes, the 
question arises whether he did not go 
too tar, 

Tho relative proportion of loaus to 
taxes is after all a purely business' 
proposition. Not to rely to a large ex- 
tent on loans at the outset of a war \% 
a mistake. 

Dlaadvantagac of SKCMalvo Taxes. 
The disadvantages of excessive tSiXcs 
at the outset of the war are as foHo^: 

1. Excessive taxes on consumption 
win cause popular resentment 

2. Excessive taxes on industry will 
dlsarranse business, damp enthusiasm 
and restrict the spirit of enterprise at 
the very time when the <q>posite Is 
needed. 

9, Bgcesslve tazeo on incomes will de- 
plete the surplas available for Invest- 
ments and interfere with the placing of 
the enormous loans which will beneces 
sary in any event. 

i. Excessive taxes on wealth wilt 
cause a serious dimlnutiou of ihe In- 
comes which are at present largely 
drawn upon for the support of educa- 
tional and philanthropic enterprises 
Moreover, these sources of support 
would bo dried up precisely at the time 
when the need would be greatest. 

S. Excsssivo taxation at tiio Mitaat of 
(ho war will rodueo tho olaotieity ava^- 
ahio for tho inoroaaing demands that 
«ro oeon te oomo. 

Qroat Britain'o Folicy. 

Take Great Britain a.s an exnmpls 
DwiM lii* Am* year e# the war 6h< 
Increased taxes only slightly, in order 
to keep industries going at top notch. 
During the second year she raised by 
new taxes only 9 per cent, of her war 
expeadttures. Daring the third year 
she levied by additional taxes (over 
and abuve the pre-war level) only 
slightly mere than i7 per cent, of hei 
war expenses.

The Hiie Workers. 

The operators are again striving 

to reduce the production of coal in 
order to force the President's hand. 

Now they say they cannot grant 
the terms demanded by the miners 
unless the President's prices are in. 
creased and fixed at from $3 10^3.50 
a ton at the mines. 

This, too, when frost 18 only thirty 
days ahead of us. 

These operators are getting ^3 for 
coal worth at the mines a year ago 
^1.32. - 

The President fixed a limit to these 
exactions, and named ^1-95 as a fair 
wages and profits. 

The operators rebel, and refuse 
even to confer with the miners. 
They want assurance of ^3 for $132 
coal before they increase wages 
Miners are getting 15 cents more for 
coal .in 191 7 than in 191 6. 
If the government yields to this pol- 
icy of sabotage, the operators should 
at least be required to divide even 
with the men their surplus price. 

For every 25 cents above the 
President's price require the opera- 
tors to pay the miners 12^ cents; 
for every dollar increase exact for 
the miners 50 cents. 

Do not let the operators hide be- 
hind the miners in order to plunder 
the consumers in safety. — Louis- 
ville Post.

Kill 
thorn, for Ihey are one link In the Ufo 
cycle of the ox warble fly. 

Hides are reduced iu value frona 1 
to 2 cents a pound by the presence of 
ox warWes. Flesh is sometlrooa Sv^ 
diiin!i;;od as to be unfit for sale. Milk 
production is lessened by the presence 
of numerous grubs. Cattle in general 
ore annoyed seriously by these wur- 
ble.s. Koinoving and destroying all tho 
grubs from infest od cattle will reduce 
the number of jgg-laying females for 
oust summc.

Spanish Omelet. 
~iSeparate the 
whites and yolks 

of six eggs ; beat three tablespoonfuls 
of cold water with the yolks, season- 
ing with a half teaspoonful of salt and 
a few dashes of pepper. Stir In the 
stiffly beaten whites very lightly. 
Have ready .1 steel omelet pan, very 
hot and lightly greased with n table- 
spoonful of butter. When the omelet 
Is well set on the bottom, place In the 
oven to cook on top ; then fold over 
and serve with tomato sauce well sea- 
soned. To make the sauce, use a can 
the ! of tomato, a chopped onion, 5m1t and 
paprika and a tablospoonful of chopped 
green poppers. Cook until soft and 
then strain. Place a tablespoonful of 
butter in a saucepan ;^when bubbling 
hot add a tablespoonful of cornstarch ; 
cook until thoroughly cooked, add to 
the sauce and pour over the omelet. 

For those who enjoy a sweet ome- 
let, the following prepared as above 
with these additions, is very good: 
Place a half cupful of blanched al- 
monds in the omelet pan just before 
turning in the omelet. Give the al- 
monds a little time to become hot and 
covered with butter, but do not let 
them brown or the later cooking will 
burn them, then turn In the omelet 
and proceed as before, fold the omelet 
and surround with a hot maple sirup. 
The combination is especially dell- 
clous, as the nuts are crisp and a deli- 
cate brown. 

Holland Eggs. — ^Beat four table- 
spoonfuls of flour with a teaspoonful 
of baking powder and sweet milk to 
make a thick batter. Add three or four 
well-beaton eggs ; thin with a little 
milk and pour into a hot, buttered fry- 
ing pan. Cover and set over a good 
fire. Slip a spatula under the sides 
and edges and when light and puffy 
turn the whole cake deftly. When 
brown slip on to a hot plate, butter 
and 'sprinkle with maple sugar.

TOAST AND TOAST MAKING 

A good piece of toast is not made 
without knowledge. A poor piece of 
toast carelessly prepared 
is most unwholesome and 
injdigestible. 

Bread for toasting 
should be at least 24 
hours old and cut, then 
placed in the oven to dis- 
sipate some of the mois- 
ture before toasting. 
Then toast brown on both sides. A 
cri.sp, dry piece of toast is well mas- 
ticated in the mouth, which gives It 
its good start in digestion. Zwieback, 
or twice-baked bread, Is especially 
good for the sick, as it is browned 
until all the moisture is thrown o£E 
and it Is crisp to the center. 

Toast water is often given as a 
drink in intestinal ti-ouble and is pre- 
pared by soaking toast in water, strain- 
ing the water and serving it with, or 
without, lemon juice and sugar. 

Milk Toast — For those who like 
toast dropped into hot milk slightly 
seasoned with salt and butter the old- 
fashioned method used by our grand 
mothers in making toast called milk 
or creamed toast may not be liked, but 
there is no more popular way of serv- 
ing It if y(m have early learned to en- 
joy it. Prepare nice crisp brown toast, 
dip the edges in hot milk, and butter 
generously. Prep'are a white sauce, 
using as rich milk as is possible to 
obtain, or a mixture of cream and 
m*ilk. To a pint of milk take two ta 
blespoonfuis of butter and when it is 
melted and bubbling hot add two ta 
blespoonfuis of flour, and when mixed 
add a pint of rich ndlk; cook until 
smooth. Arrange the. bread, slice on 
slice. In a tureen and pour over the hot 
cream sauce. S»'as()n with salt, and 
for a change .stir in a half cupful of 
finely grated cheese, tet it melt be- 
fore pouring over the toast. 

Grape Toast. — ^Butter cri.sp toast 
that has been moistened around the 
edges with boiling water, then pour 
over tlie following: Melt a tablespoon 
ful of butter, add a half table- 
spoonful of cornstarch, and when wed 
mixed add a cupful of grape juice
